Before introducing our subjec , 
we would like to make a fw pre 
liminary remarks, 

In the course of our travels in 
the United States we have beep 
called upon by both Negroes and 
Caucasians to give them some _ in- 
formation about the African Con- 
tinent and its inbabitants. In com- 
pliance with their request, we have 


tothe extent of our time given 


such information as was in our pos. 
session. A more comprehensive 
discussion wiil be found in this es- 
say and will be published in the 
Washington Ber, whereof, Mr. W. 
Calvin Chase is editor. We would 
remark that it was in the year ’86 
when we embarked from Monrovia, 
Liberia, our purpose being to ac- 
quire the general principles of law 
and navigation. bere a 
little over two years we have notic- 
ed very carefully the publications 
contained in the various newspa 
pers, Magizines periodicals 
edited in this country, by both 
black and white men; and_ sball 
not scruple to confess that we have 
marked out a tendency on the part 
of some men to vilify and = slander 
the Africaus, coupled with what 
Prof. Edw. Wilmot Blyden says.— 
“Africa’s geopraphers—and we say 
wrilers—in their maps— 
With awful pictures fill their gaps; 
Au o’er ubhabitable duwas 
Place elephants for want of towns.” 
The book, Liberia, the Americo 
African Republic, is no au: hority, 
being the product of six months 
stay in the city of Mourovia, a small 
spot in the aforesaid republic. We 
have also noticed a statement in 
reference to the title of the writer 
of said book, that he was profes 
sor of Belles le!ters in Liberia Col- 
lege in point of fact this is an 
Uutruth; fur the wuathor of said 
work never entered upon bis pro. 
lessional duties in the college at 
ourovia. It is true that he was 
sent out to Liberia as professor of 
that branch of learniug, but being 
*it to do a certain work and the 
‘utering upon the duties thereof, 
differ very widely, especially witb 
to the bearimmg of title. 
‘othing shorter than a de facto ex- 
“cise of the functions of that office 
vould have vested in him the title 
Which some one is pleased to attach 
lo his name, and, therefore, we say 
*Was never professor of Belles 
*tters in Liberia college. | 
¢ Wish to state further, in re- 
Bard to a few publications 
some of the American papers, 
aid Which were directly produced

fertile brain of the inventor. In- 
deed, we have given this man a 
title which be, in fact, never had. 
Tue Liberian youth, however, will 
lor certain purposes have it as it is 
written, that, when he wishes to 
write on the subject of diplomacy 
of the nineteenth century, he may 
bave matter sufficient to compile 
volumes. Agaiu, we have to refer 
to a recent statement made by a 
returned disappointed miesionary 
—und she is white! The Protest- 
ant Episcopal Missions in Liberia 
were never in a more flourishing 
state than they are now, being up- 
der the auspices of the venerable 
Bishop Samuel D. Ferguson, a 
Negro, who at present resides at 
Harper, Cape Palmas, in the coun- 
ty of Maryland, Republic of Liberia. 
As we go at length into the discus- 
sion, we shall say what will con- 
stitute a proper step toward accom. 
plishing missionary purposes. 
However, we do pot mean to quote 
any of ber statements, for it wiil be 
a waste of paper and our valuable 
time; but what we intend to do is 
(o investigate the cause of her re- 
turn to America. Referring to the 
African Repository ot October last, 
we find underthe heading of **A 
recent tour of Bishop Ferguson’s,” 
this statement: “The Rev. Mr. 
Merriam, though not yet very 
strovg, was Convalescent, and the 
rest of the missionaries reported 
themselves in good health. Itis a 
cause of deep regret that ‘Satan’ 
had been sowing seeds of discord, 
wiich bad found a ready growth, 
threatening serious damage to the 
c.use. All my efforts had to be 
directed towards counteracting this 
evil.” The Bishop says that “Satan 
had been sewing seeds of discord ” 
When it is remembered this. mis- 
sionary is fromthe thé self same 


station of which the Bishop spoke, 


the station at Robertsport, Grand 
Cape Mount, 2 solution of her re- 
turn and the cause of her malicious 
inventions are at once arrived at. 


‘The caucasion may as well heed this 


advice, to keep away from the mis- 
sion fields of Africa it they can not 
submit to the government of those, 
the Atcicans, the sons of the soil 
who, by virtue of their positions, 
are placed over them. The rule 
which works in America—and 
works well—fails in Africa, as we 
shall endeavor to show you ib en- 
ters.g more fully into the discussion 
of our subject. : 

Of course. *here are other news- 
paper publications which we have 
noticed, bearing upon the subject 
of our discourse, and coming from 
au inventive faculty, but if we were 
to note all and attempt in a_ brief 
manner to name them, we would 
have an essay of many hundred 
pages. In conclusion of our ob 
servations, however, we shall say 
chat the career of these writers, of 
whom we bave spoken, and that of 
others while in Liheria or any other 
part of Africa, still lives in the 
memory of the African. 

Atthe beginning of the nine. 
teenth century ove would not have 
thought ere its close, a@ vew world 
—although old, the history of its 


people being fast told by the care- 


tul study of the bieroglyphies mark- 
ed upou the pyramids of Egypt— 
with its teaming millions would 
claim the attention of the nations 
of the earth. It is however s0,. 
Men who are eager to acquire 
knowledge are taking hold of and 
studying Arabic, the now preval- 
aut language of northern Africa, 
the consequence of which they are 
unearthing the greater part of the 
history of a vast continent and mil- 
lions of human beings who have 
not felt caucasian influence; hav- 
ing not been contaminated with ap 
hostile influeuce are on a line of 
normal development, working out 
the ove result—-the elevation of man 
~-on the basis of their own idiosyn- 
crasies. ‘The representation of the 
African continent, in times past, 
has been vague, for the greater 
portion of the peopie of this coun- 


try conceive of Africa as a barren 


waste, a hot bed of fevers, a coub- 
try aboundiog iu wild and ferocieus 
animals of every discription, and 


its inhabitants iu the “must abject 


barbarism. A great many of the 
works ov the country are talsified, 
owing to prejudice originai g Ww 
the lack of courage to withstaud 
the adversity and inconvenience 
which a new country must necessa- 
rily afford. There are, bowever, a 
few recent writers who have credit 
ably represented the country aud to 
whom we shal! have occasion to re- 
fer during the course of our lecture. 
It-is well known by such African 
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explorers as Prof. E. W. Blyden, 
Benj. J. K. Anderson, Esq., and 
Mr. Sims, that the temperature of 
the interior of Liberia, to the ex- 
tent of hundreds ot miles, varies as 
we leave the coast, owing to the al- 
titudes furnishing a_ salubrious 
climate fit for the: proper develop- 
ment of the Negro physically and 
mentally. This fact is evident in 
the manly appearance of the Veys 
and the intellectual activity of the 
Mandingoes. 

In giving to the world the know- 
ledge it now hasof Africa, Europe 
is to be credited ; Germany, France, 
Belgiam, England, Spain and 
Portugal have interests on the 
South and South-west coasts. 
Steamships of the recent named 
countries ply regularly African 
waters.:, Owing to the great chain 
of waterways, commerce may be 
made to penetrate equatorial Africa, 
which, of course, is conveyed by 
steamboats, crafts, canoes, ete. 
Now we come to speak of the over- 
land facilities for the transporta- 
tion of merchandise. In 1877-78 
there were two thousand one hun- 
dred and six miles of ratlroads in 
Africa. They were laid mostly in 
the Northern countries; however, 
at this time, a portion of Southern 
Africa has been surveyed and roads 
are being constructed; also plans 
have been received to run a road 
across the continent, if effectual, 
the East will be in immediate com- 
munication with the West. While 
on our voyage to this country in 
the mouth of July ’86, ‘we saw an 
English steamship in the port of 
Sierra Leone laying the Atlantic 
cable; but since then the line has 
been extended as far South as St. 
Paul de Loando, which places the 
continent in direct communication 
with other countries. As we have 
noticed what other people are doing 
for Atrica, let us now confine our. 
self to the Atrican at home. 

Heretofore writers have taken 
the African and represented him to 
be an object of ridicule and have 
made of him ludicrous represeuta- 
tions. “Ve turn aside from that 
track and shall deal with him as a 
mau possessing the features of civ- 
ilization, having, in fine, a few fun- 
damental principles of christianity 
prominent in his character. Iu 
dealing with the Pagans we shall 
point out a few of their traits, and 
those which impress us most and 
which woald strike the attention 
of the careful observer, are loyalty 
to their government and benevo 
lence to all with whom they come 
in contact, thereby distinguishing 
them from any other class of semi- 
civilized persons, and in many in- 
stances from a class of civilized 
:6 ‘sons, indeed the latter trait does. 

Although heathen, whatever 
may bea person’s color it is no 
barrier to their fidelity and human 
treatment. This brings to mind an 
instance and let usrecount it: A 
white man was seen by an African 
prince, the caucasian by some 
means had got rid of his trousers, 
the prince on seeing him in that 
state felt his need, pulled off his 
and gave them to the wearied trav- 
eller with wisbes for his success. 
[African Rep. 1887.] Aud now you 
say, how is it, these people being 
heatheru and have been represent- 
ed as barbarians, can be so philap- 
throphic? In the case just mention- 
ed, was it because this gentleman 
was a white man, and was it an ac- 
knowledgment of superiority? It 
is neither, rather because this trav: 


eller was a stranger and identified 


with the human family. Thus it is 
seep, unaware of divine instruc: 
tions relating to strangers in a 
foreign land, this negro prince ob- 
served one of the fundimental 
truths of Christianity. That prin- 
ciple is the first link in the chain 
which was made by the immalcu- 
late Son of God and which must 
eventually bind together in one 
bond of love all the families of the 
earth.

CLEVELAND DEFEATED. 


As we predicted several months 
ago, that the republican tickets 
would be elected beyond all doubt.

The negroes were ignored, 
but notwithstanding that fact a few 
demogogues deemed it expediant 
to declare the democratic party 
a saint and a triend of the freed- 
men. Mr. Cleveland made many 
mistakes; he blunderedin the flag 
business ; the removal of Sac. ville, 
showed the weakness of the admin- 
istration, which was nothing but a 
Had Mr. Cleveland, con- 
ducted his admiustration as he 
stated in his inargural address he 
would have been commended; but 
he allowed himself to be influenced 
by his party leaders of the old 
school; he was in advance of his 
party, we willadmit, but he blund- 
ered. His professions, that he would 
do more for the negroes than the re- 
publicans had done, were false. 
Out of the great number of 
offices in the gift of the 
administration, Mr. Cleveland 
found one colored man to ‘fill

would follow it toa letter, but he 
soon diverted from it and the ne- 
groes were left to the mercy of the 
Southern rebels. Innocent negroes 
murdered, females, butchered, 
and when senator Bruce, call- 
ed on Mr. Cleveland, and request- 


- ed him to interfer, he said that he 


was powerless. The administration 
has been a terror to the Southern 
colored man, we did beleive that 
the democratic party leaders would 
repent tor the lost cause, but no, 
the American people settled it

THE CITIZENS MEETING, 


PROF. H. M. BROWNE ENDORSED. DR. 
FRANCIS LOUDLY CONDEMNED. HE 
DOES NOT REPRESENT THE PEOPLE. 
THE BEE ENDORSED. SPEECHES 
BY EMINENT DIVINES, 


There were about 500 people at 
the 5th Baptist church on last 
Wednesday, who assembled there 
under call of the Brg, for the pur-~ 
pose of taking some action relative 
to the supposed bargain entered 
iato by Dr. Francis and the schoo! 
board, for the purpose of abolish: 
ing the office of superintendert of 
the colored schools. At 8:30 
o'clock, Mr. W. Calvin Chase 
called the meeting to order and 
staced that the meeting was called 
for the purpose of obtaining an 
expression from the people, rela- 
tive to the proposition of Dr. J. R. 
Francis, a school trustee of the 
7th school division, to abulish the 
office of superintendent of the col- 
ored schools, and whether a eit— 
izen should be condemned and 
ostracised for pointing out certgin 
defects in our High School? At 
the conclusion ot his remarks he 
nominated Rev. Geo. W. Lee, 
presiding officer, who was unani 
mously elected. Rev. W.J. How- 
ard nominated Mr. Chase as_ sec- 
retary, but he declined in favor of 
Rev. R_ 8. Laws. Mr. Chase 
moved that a committee of seven 
be appointed on resolutions. The 
chair appointed Messrs W. Calvin 
Chase, John A, Gray, R. F. Will- 
iams, Revs. W. J. Howard, C. R. 
Champ and Edward Furbusb. 
While the committee was out 
Mr. W. R. Laws, one of the 
most gifted and eloquent talkers 
Within the negro race, spoke in 
condemnatory to the action of 
Dr. Francis and his methods of 
managing the High School. Col. 
M. Holland followed Mr. 
Laws, and while speaking the 
committee, through tha chairman, 
Mr, Chase, reported the following: 


THE PEOPLES PROTEST. 


WHEREAS, an amendment to 
the report of the committee that 
investigated the charges of Mr.. 
Cardoza against Prof. Browne, was 
submitted asa remedy for the ame- 
lioration of the condition of the 
colored schools in the District’ of 
Columbia, by Dr. J. R. Francis, 
recommending the abolition of the 
office of superintendent of the col- 
ored schools, and | 

WHEREAS, such abolition of said 
office is inconsistant with the fun- 
tundimental principals of equity 
and justice, and as experiance has 
taught us that separate schools 
mean non-representation of our 
ladies and gentleman of ability, 
and 

WHEREAS, said measure was in 
troduced, not from principle, but 
from a personal difference which 
has long existed against the per- 
sonal of the office, which should. 
not be tolorated by the colored peo- 


ple; and we know that ourschools 


bave not had the same advantages 
as our white schvols, but we do 
claim our ability to control aud 
manage them when we have equal 
school tacilities. We compliment 
Prot. H. M. Browne for his manly 
and conciee criticism of the bad 
condition of our High School un. 
der the present principalship, and 
s.ggest that “immediate steps 
should be taken to remedy the 
evil. Therefore, in view of these 
tacts, be it 

Resolved, That we, the colored- 
citizens of the District of Colum- 
bia, do hereby oppose the abolition 
of the vffice of superintendent of 
the colored schools; that Dr. John 
R. Francis does not represent the 
wishes of the co.ored people in 
asking for the abolition of said 
office, and that be is responsible 
for the bad condition of the High 
School.

colored superintendent of the 
schools. Mr, Holland said that 
Mr. Cook may be izcompetent, he 
didn’t know nor would he say 
that he was, and if Dr. Francis 
knew that he was unfit for the 
position he should yave asked for 
the removal of him and not the 
abolition of the office. Col Hol- 
land pointed out many tricks that 
be claimed to have known of dur- 
ing the investigation, and so far 
us Dr. Francis is concerned, he is 
unfit for- the position he holds, 
although he isa relative of mine. 
[ have no respect for any man 
who will strike at or fight females 
to get even with somebody else. 
This has been the altitude ot Dr. 
francis since he has been on the 
board of school trustees, Col. 
Holland spoke about one hour aud 
was enthusiastically applauded by 
the distinguished class of citizens 
present, 

Rev, J. W. Howard said, that 

Dr. Francis should be removed; 
that he had made up his mind as 
what ke intended to do, before he 
came to the meeting; that a trustee 
who would act as Dr: Francia had 
acted was unfit tobe placed over 
his five children. Kev. R S38. 
Laws suggested that a committee 
ought to be appointed to wait on 
Dr. Francis and request him to 
resign, His speech was logical 
and pointed, Dr. Laws said that 
mixed schools meant that the col- 
ored children should be taught by 
white teachers, while the colored 
girls remain at home and become 
cooks. Mr. E.S. Welburn, of Mis- 
sissippi, a janitor in the Sumner 
building, appointed by Dr. Fran- 
cis, and who came to support him 
said that he was opposed to abol+ 
ishing the office of any colored 
man. While attempting to de- 
fend Dr. Franchis he opposed ¢ his 
methods but extolled his virtues, 
He thought the attacks on Dr, 
Francis were cowardly. Col, 
Holland said that no man would 
tell him to his face that he was a 
coward, and he wanted Welburn to 
inform Dr, Franeis of just what 
he said. 
Mr, Chase said that Welburn oc- 
cupied a position as janitor in the 
public schools that belongs to a 
worthier person; that every inter- 
est of the colored people has been 
ignored; teachers brought from 
other states in violation of custom, 
when we have competent talent 
in this city, and while he was per- 
sonally friendly to Dr. Francis he 
was opposed to his methods and 
would continue to oppose them 
until there wasa remedy. High 
compliments were paid to Prof. 
Browne as a teacher, scholar and 
agentleman. ‘the meeting was 
abjourned in the best of humor. 


THE CURIOUS MANISTEE 
Fix 


One of the leading restaurants had 
a novelty on its bill of fare last 
week, it being the first time that 
Manistee beef was ever placed be- 
fore the Chicago public. Though 
called beef, it is in fact the flesh of 
a fish extremely rare in these parts. 
The Manistee is a fish of tie size of 
a sturgeon, found only in the Man- 
istee River, in Florida. It is sight- 
less, but acute of hearing, so that 
it can discern the approach of an 
enemy at a distant of a mile or 
more and seek saftey in the reeds of 
shoals along the banks. It 1s spear- 
ed by the negroes, by whom it is 
highly prized as food, and occa 
sionally is to be found in the mar- 
kets of New Orleaus and Mobile, 
but is seldom found ir this locality. 
The flesh is coarse ard much re- 
sembles beef, though retaining the 
fishy flavor. Scientists have nevy- 
er been able to discover the origin 
of the fish, bnt incline to the belief 
that it rises from some subterra- 
nean stream or lake and has in- 
c.eased and multiplied in the Man- 
istee River, but, owing to its lack 
of sight, it bas not been abie to

To the editor of the Washington 
BEE:

the policemen never go. It is the 
duty of the government, however. 
to light all streets and alleys that 
are strollable by the officers; 
because it is not only the proper- 


streets that the government pro- 
vides protection but those of the 
whole city. And that protection 
is not fur the whites alone, but 
for all of the citizens. Now, that 
our police officers, as a general 
thing, are very considerate and 
polite gentlemen and that their 
office is a praiseworthy aud honor- 
able one and should receive all 
honor and respect, are facts be~ 
yond discussion. For, of all life 
preservers, they are the most nec- 
essary. 

I would venture to say that if 
the superiniendent of police, Maj. 
W.G. Moore, wasto restroll his 
official canvass of crimival depre- 
dations for which he so distress- 
fully and unjustly styled the col~ 
ored citizens “the sneak thieves,” 
he would readily find and  honor- 
ably acknowledge that two-thirds 
of these crimes were committed in 
dark and neglected communities; 
and they were committed by both 
colored and white. These dec- 
larations are irresistable because 
they embrace that truth which 
makes men free. Thay are made 
by a culored citizen in tae inter- 
est of colored citizens, for whom 
the law provi’es no distinction 
and justice pretests against it. 
Now, if there are any official 
scruples in the case, the writer is 
ready to enter a recanvass Of this 
report in search of real facts or 
to deny most positively the. just- 
ness of its publication. ,
